
NANOOKS CLAIM 
9TH RIFLE TITLE 

The University of Alaska-Fairbanks Nanook 
rifle team won their 8th NCAA champion¬ 
ship in 9 years. The match, held in at UAF, 
featured teams from Army, Navy, Jackson¬ 
ville State, U of Kentucky, U of Nebraska, 

Texas Christian University, and Murray 
State. 

Over all, this was the Nanooks 9th title, win¬ 
ning in 1994, 1999-2004, 2006 and 2007. 

The match was held at UAF after the previ¬ 
ous selected venue could not hold the event. 

The staff at the Patty Center put together a 
top notch setting, with small bore in the rifle 
range, and air rifle in the gym. New equip¬ 
ment was purchased including electronic 
targets and projection equipment that would 
display the results seconds after each shot. 

Nearly 1,000 people attended the air rifle 
match, far exceeding the 200 at last year’s championships in Colorado. 





Years ago, a booster of the 
rifle team commissioned the 
medal to the right to be 
struck. It notes the first three 
championships (1994, 1999 
and 2000). Unfortunately, the 
was little interest in the med¬ 
als at the time, and the pro¬ 
jected series (assuming the 
Nanooks would keep winning) never materialized. Only 100 serial numbered and 
100 unnumbered were struck. We have a couple of each available at $50 each for 
the numbered and $35 for the unnumbered. 


As a special bonus, the first order for a serial numbered medal will receive the 
poster we had in our window advertising the event (shown above). It is really 
attractive, with a photo of four shooters rendered in black, light blue and dark blue. 
The poster is printed predominantly blue on white, with some black, and a little 
red. The size is 17 inches by 11 inches. A great “go-with” for the medal. We will 
even throw in the newspaper accounts from the Fairbanks Daily News-Miner.

The token below, with the black background is the coun¬ 
terfeit. It appeared in the city of Mar del Plata. The 
color is a tip that it is not real. The weight of 1 gram is 
correct.

257 Alaska Silver Medals by the Franklin Mint. Included are American Flag Raising Site; Alaska Centennial; 

(2) Land of the Midnight Sun, large and small, the large gold plated; and 1976 Alaska American

258 Trans-Alaska Pipeline Medal, 1976-M. This medal is #6 in the twelve medal set. This is a “mule,” struck with 

the wrong reverse die. The medals for 1976 have a new reverse die, different from the die used in 1975. 

The mint inadvertently used the 1975 die for the reverse. Approximately the first 1,400 were struck this way 
before they started using the new die making this one of the scarcer, if not the scarcest medal in the set. No 
set is complete without it. 50.00+ 

259 Placer Miners of Alaska, Inc. Silver Medals. Two silver medals with identical designs. However, when these 

were first minted, the silver were made to the same size specifications as the 1 oz. gold - same diameter and 

thickness, resulting in a silver medal of only .55 ounces. The second striking were made to normal, 1 oz. silver 

standards. Both are quite hard to come by. 2 medals. 45.00 

260 State of Alaska Medal Set, 1989. This was the inaugural year for the state medal program with four different 

silver sizes minted from 1/10 to 1 oz. This is a nice proof-like set with the popular Polar Bear design by 

Doug Linstrand. Four pieces. 90.00 

261 X A Ounce Silver State of Alaska Medals, 1990. Here is an unusual “hoard” of state fractional medals from 

the second year of the program. The obverse is a walrus, the reverse the mandatory state seal. Alaska 
Precious Metals (now bankrupt) minted these, with a total mintage of 1,100 being struck. All of these have 
nicely toned to golds and russets. These early fractionals are tough to find. Current retail is $10 each.

262 1/10 Ounce Gold State of Alaska Medal, 1990. Only 120 of these were struck depicting a puffin on the 

obverse. Current 1/10 oz. issues are retailing for $130. 100.00-150.00 

263 Alaska Railroad Proof Medal, 1996. The Alaska Mint first started this series in 1990. For 1996, a caboose 

was depicted on the obverse, which was a real break from tradition. 1,500 were minted and this is in its 

original case. Alaska Mint currently lists this for $90. 60.00-90.00 

264 Alaska Railroad Proof Medal, 1997 with original packaging. Again, 1,500 were minted this time with the 

engine with a front mounted snow blower clearing the tracks. Current list - $75 50.00-75.00 

265 State of Alaska 1/10 oz. Gold Medal, 1998. Only 331 of these were struck depicting a bull moose on the obverse. 

Comes with all original packaging. The Alaska Mint currently lists these at $170. 150.00+

This watch came with an estate so technically is “used” but we found virtually no wear. Even the watch 
crystal looks new.
